political intelligence in. the country,—the pub- 
lie schools, the platform, the press, and higher 
institutions of learning.

The 
branches of study ‘taught in the public schools were 
reviewed, and all of them pronounced & be without 


used were records of facts,and not discussions of

The platform, in which were included the pulpit, 
the lyceum, and the stamp, was thén disctwsed, The 
pulpit had little or no influence on polzics, The 
clergyman as 4 political leader was a failure, and could 
not be relied upon as an instructor of the people in 
political affairs, The lyceum could reach 
only s small class, The stump migitt seem 
to be an effective instrumentality, out exanination 
showed that it was in no sense educational. I) tended 
to make narrow-minded partisans, not intilligent 
citizens. 

The fourth class of agencies, under the name of “ the 
press,” was important, Books oo politioal sctente and 

vwolitical economy were getting into increased demand, 

ut almost entirely from the aiready cultivated chsses. 
Magazines supplied « good deal of valuable mutter, 
but in em ill inetellmenia,end in uate to the task 
of securing popular iwtelligence., ‘artisanslip was 
the vitiaung® defect of the newspapers. There vere 
newspapers that stood on a higher level than the party 
org «a, and the increasing pumber of such papers vas 
one of the most encouraging sigus of the times. But

_ THE RECOVERY FROM THE PANIC. 
‘Over twenty-two months ago came the first 


failures, which in a few days resulted in that 
general suspension in all parts of the coupn- 
try which has passed into history as the panic 
of 1873. Previous to that time there had 
been going on a wild and extravagant system 
of speculations. Railroads were building in 


‘all parts of the country, without the employ- 


ment of capital. Companies were organized 
which issued bonds, and bonds were 
sold at any price that could be got 
for them. .The conntry was flooded 
with railroad bonds. «, lron-makers and 
car-builders were hard at work, receiving 
in return. the bonds of railroads and the 
notes of construction contpanies. In time 
these manufacturers issued their notes to 
mining companies ;.‘‘ business was prosper- 
ous”; there was no money, but everybody's 


notes were.in circulation. These notes were 
discoruted at” the banks, and bonds and 
stocks were hypothecated as security. The 
speculation extended itself into other branch. 
es. Real estate, under the @fluence of 
“cheap money,” was rofaing Pa- 
per towns were actually rank in their 
growth; notes and bonds bought large 
properties, and mortgages covered the 
immense area of ‘deferred payments.” 
Lumber-mills, and carpet-muills, and paper- 
mills, and various other mills were started; 
the new establishments struggling with the 
old ones as to which would produce the most 
manufactured goods. The ‘! capital” in all 
these things were bonds, and notes, and 
stocks, and bank credits, which were good 
enough so long as nobody questioned their 
solidity, but wholly unavailable in times of 
payment. Of course there “was a limit to 
this, and when the credit*was exhausted there 
was an explosion. All that was unreal, ficti- 
tious, and mere wind, vanished, leaving the 


substantial and real -behinil. ; 


Ever since September, 1873, there has been 
a settlement going onof the outstanding in- 
debtedness. There has been a general strik- 
ing of balances. All debts contracted on 
bogus securities have been of course sponged 
out. 
invested their own and other people’s money 
in speculative notes, secured by speculative 
bonds, have ceased to do business, and have 
distributed their assets among their creditors. 
The National Banks of the United States at 
the time of the panic held $950,000,000 of 
discounted paper ; other banks in the United 
States held possibly $700,000,000 more. The 
majority of this paper went»to t. 


dreds of millions of dollars of debts 
secured, or supposed to be secured, 
by-mortgages. The banks themselves owed 
eae depositors over a thousand millions of 
dollars. Payment of all this indebtednéss 
was for a time susperided. A large portion 
of it was blotted out from the beginning, and 
the country has ever since been engaged in 
setttling up these balances. This has been 
done largely by the offset of claims. Thus 
one mortgage for yeal estate has been as- 
signed to the debtor in another mortgage, 
who has redeemed his own property by pass- 
ing the first one on to his creditor, who in 
turn has exchanged it for other incumbered 
land. There being no purchasers for real 
estate, debtors and creditors under mortgage 
deeds have gone on adjusting, and exchang- 
ing, and settling differences until a large 
amount of land has been released from mort- 
gagé and the liens satisfied and discharged. 
In the same way banks have been settling 
with their debtors. Gradually but regularly 
the volume of unpaid paper has been reduced 
under extensions and partial payments, and 
by settlements at various rates on the dollar. 
So have the wholesale houses been settling 
with their customers the retailers, who in 
turn have wound up and settled with their 
debtors. In every ‘case the volume of in- 
debtedness has been reduced. The mushroom 
companies that had sprung into existence and 
“were doing business upon no other capital 
than their credit, of course went down to rise 
no more. The companies that, in the excite- 
mentof speculation, had manufactured stocks 
of merchandise far beyond any demand, have 
been gradually selling off theirsurplus stocks 
and paying their debis." The iron and coal 
men have in like manner reduced their out- 
lays, have collected all they could, and have 
paid off their own debts and contracted no 
new liabilities. 

The result of all this has been that, now 
in 1875, the amount of indebtedness of all 
kinds, especially in the shape of mercantile 
and manufacturing paper, is lower than it 
has been for many years. There has been a 
vigorous. retrenchment of expenditures ; there 
has been .a large reduction of production, and 
consequent non-employment of Ixbor; but 
this is largely due to the pecujiar character 
of our currenéy and the stringent prohibi- 
tions of the tariff, which limit our markets to 
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The banks and bankers who had 


Ooutside of this there was many hun- 


freedom from debt the country was never 80 
fortunate. The season following the panic 
has been a season of settlement, of payment, 
of-redemption, and of re-establishment upon 
a substantial basis. : 

We may be doing less business than in 
1873, buying leas, selling less; building fewer 
railroads ; investing less money in the wilder- 
ness; raising less cocoanuts and pineapples 
in hot-houses; digging fewer holes through 
mountains in search of imaginary silver- 
mines; have no construction companies, and 
no swindling stocks, flanked by illimitable 
bonds issued by companies without a dollar 
of ctpital ; but the business we are doing is a 
real business, a paying business, a business 
in which real commodities are exchanged for 
equivalents in value. The speculative ele- 
ment of trade has been eliminated; money 
is abundant and interest low. Capital exists 
in akmost unlimited amount seeking invest- 
ments that are substantial. There are 
millions for legitimate business, and not 
a cent for speculation; and this con- 
dition we insist is a better one, and 
indicative of a greater and more permanent 
prosperity, national and individual, than the 
rotten, irisubstantial, false, and dishonest 
condition of seeming prosperity that existed 
before the panic in September, 1873. 

The twenty-two months that have elapsed 
since Jay Cooxz hung out his flag of distress 
have been a period of distress and anxiety, 
and of loss and pérhaps financial ruin, to in- 
divididls entangled in the toils of expansion 
and speculation ; but to the country they have 
been a season of recovery and convalescence 
from the wild debauch of waste and riotous 
speculation; agt, as recovery becomes more 
permanent, so is the general Buajness and 
prosperity of the cofntry inpNog and 
growing stronger under a healt rexime of 
strict responsibility and credit spe 
by substance. t 
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THE NEW POLICE REGIME. 
The abolition of the Police Board, and the 


entire irresponsible Board system, was the 
alleged purpose of adopting the charter of 
1872; but after the charter wis assumed to 
be adopted the Law Department of the city 
gave its opinion that the Council had no au- 
thority to abolish the Boards. This opinion, 
however, did not suit the present purposes of 
the Mayor and Common Council, so the latter 
body proceeded Monday evening to disregard 
it. An ordinance was passed providing for 
wiping out the Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners, and placing the control of the 
Police Department under a City Marshal, and 
that gf the Fire Department under a Fire 


with the concurrence of the Council, 
for two years. While the concentrating of 
the responsibility in the Police and 
Fire Departments is much to be desired in a 
general way, the action of the Council at this 
time only contributes to the inextricable com- 
plications of the present City Government. 
It is done, in the first place, in opposition to 
the advice of the Law Department, and when 
the action is contested, as it will be, a new 
set of lawyers will havéto be employed. In 
the next place, it is wholly void and illegal if 
the Supreme Court shall hold, as we believe 
it will, that the charter of 1872 was never 
adopted. If, in the meantifie, the City 
Marshal and Fire Marshal are appointed and 
proceed to the discharge of their duties as 
dotined in the recent ordinance, all their acts 
may subsequently be declared illegal, and the 
Police and Fire Departments will have been 
got into such confusion as to engage courts 
and “lawyers for years in the attempt to 
straighten matters. 

But there is also a serious objection to the 
ordinance which the Council has passed, even 
tif it hada right to passit. An amendment 
was adopted which will have the effect of de- 
feating the very purpose of the change, viz. : 
the concentration of responsibility. Having 
abolished one Board, the Council immediate- 
ly created another, consisting of the Mayor, 
City Marshal, and Superintendent (the latter 
corresponding to the present Deputy-Super- 
intendent), who are to try all offenses in the 
Department, and a majority of whose votes is 
necessary to the conviction of a policeman 
upon any charge brought against him. The 
Mayor will have to pass several hours every 


day in trying petty charges against mem-- 


bers of the force, and the one-man 
responsibility is lost altogether. The 
Mayor and Superintendent can combine at 
any time to defeat the plans of the City Mar- 
shall, andsoon. When there is complaint 
of abuses, as in the continued failure to 
prosecute the gamblers, bunko and confidence 
men, thieves, pawnbrokers, ‘“ fences,” etc., 
the City Marshal can shield himself behind 
this new Board, as the Superintendent of 
Police has been shielding himself behind the 
old Board. The only relief offered is that 
the Mayor has the power of removal, unmis- 


the public and the press may properly hold 
him responsible for any abuses under the new 
system. 

The purpose of the new ordinance was two- 
fold, viz.: (1) To get rid of Marx Suenrmay, 
because he refused to enter into the corrupt 
compact for carrving the charter of 1872 by 
fraud; and (2) to put Jaxe Rexw into the 
office of Chief Marshal, the more thoroughly 
to have political control of the city. Itis 
not unlikely that both purposes will be de- 
feated. Manx Suxnman is an obstinate man 
and a desperate fighter; he will not give up 
until he is forced to do so by the courts. 
Nor does it appear how Jaze Re» can law- 
fully be appointed City Marshal, or serve in 
that capacity, for Sec. 77, Art. VL, of the 
charter of 1872, under which the Council 
claim to be acting, reads: 

No person shall be eligible to any office who is not 
& qualified elector of the city or village, and who shall 
not bave resided therein at least one year next preced- 


ing hie election or appointment, nor shall any person 
be eligible to any office who is a defaulter to the cor- 


poration, 
Jaxe Rexum is not and has not been a.resi- 


dent of the city for several years; he lives in 
Lake View. ‘There was an effort to exclude 
him from the office of Superintendent of 
Police under the old charter on account of 
his non-residence; but the provision of the 
old charter was so vagne, simply making 
qualified voters in the city also qualified to 
hold office, that a point was strained and 
Reem retained. But the provision of the 
charter of 1872, which we have cited above, 
so explicit that we do not see how the 
yor and Council can disregard it, unless 
they have decided to run the city without 
the restraint of any charter or any law what- 
ever. It looks now as though a very pretty 
mess had been made of the whole matter, 
both as regards the purposes of the City-Hall 
crowd and the interests of the public. |

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GREENBACKS AND DOLLARS.

Our greenback currency is not “ rag-money,” nor 
anything to be ashamed of, nor anything to be got rid 
of ina hurry, Every dollar or dime of it is good for 
ite face, good for what it esys it is; the best currency 
to do business with we or the world ever saw, and re- 
deemable for its face value as fast as we need it—in 
fact a dollar is worth a dollar in gold at its creation, 
worth it now, and will be worth it as long as the 
United States endure as & virtuous and patriotic 
nation, 

It would be hard to find ten lines packed 
with more falsehoods than the above. 
-* Every dollar or dime of it is good for its 
face, good for what it says it is.” That is 
false. It is good for what a New York broker 
will pay for it. Nothing more, nothing less. 
“The best currency to do business with we 
or the world ever saw.” That also is false. 
It is not, by long odds, as good as the Ger- 
mau, Brgish, French, or Canadian curren- 
cy. ‘* Worth a dollar as long as the United 
States endures as a virtuous and patriotic na- 
tion.” Then the United States has ceased to 
be. a virtuous and patriotic nation, as it 
never has and does not now redeem a green- 
back, H6w long has the correspondent 
of ‘the greenback-grasshopper sheet got 
learns that the 
only redeemers. of greenbacks are the 
brokers, and that they give just as 
little as possible for them—one price to-day 
and another to-morrow ? How long has he 
got to live before he finds out that a green- 
back is not- a par dollar, but a depreciated 
and fluctuating note, the maker of which will 
not redeem it? This correspondent tafks 
very glibly of dollars, and declares that 
greenback dollars are worth dollars, that a 
dollar ig worth a dollar in gold at its creation, 
whatever that means, without seeming to 
have any idea what a dollar is. A dollar is a 
coin, equivalent to one-tenth of an eagle, 
weighing 23.2 grains of pure gold and 371 
grains of-pure silver. That’s what a dollar 
means. It means so many grains of gold or 
silver. The greenback means no intrinsic 
value. It is an equivalent of noth- 
ing. It is only a promise to pay 
dollars, or 23.2 grains of gold. But who will 
give the gold for the greenback? The 
maker? The-maker will Rive nothing. The 
broker will give gold for it, but he will not 
give 23.2 grains of gold for a greenback-dol- 
lar promise. He gives varying amounts, the 
percentage differing according to the fluctu- 
ating values of the depreciated shin- 
plaster. If this correspondent wants to-know 
the value of a real dollar as compared with 
the value of the greenback or false dollar, let 
him take a ten-dollar greenback in. one hand 
and 4 ten-dollar eagle in the other and go into 
a store or a manufactory, into the largest 
wholesale house in this city or the 
smallest retail shop, and see which 
will purchase the most goods. He will 
find that his gold eagle will purchase him as 
much more in value as the difference between 
the value of the eagle and the price the 
broker will pay for the greenback. This is 
a practical test which might convince the 
writer that his greenback is not a par dollar. 
If after this test he still persists in calling his 
greenback a dollar, then let him see if the 
maker of his greenback is virtuous and 
patriotic enough to give him the value of a 
dollar for it. © We fancy it will not take him 
long to discover that the street-broker is the 
only man who will redeem it at any price, 
and that its value is just what he will give 
for it, shaving it as he would any other 
depreciated note; and that if the broker 
should refuse to redeem it, he might try till 
doomsday to get any value at all for the pic- 
tured piece of paper in his pocket. That's 
what a greenback is, A dollar is 23.2 grains 
of pure gold. a 

SHALL THERE BE A CITY ELECTION? 

The crowd at the City-Hall are carrying af- 
fairs with a high hand. Their programme is 
comprehensive. The abolition of the Police 
and Fire Board was the first step. The ap- 
pointment of Mr. Jaxe Reum as City Mar- 
shal will probably be the next. And, in case 
he cannot hold the office, then Capt. Hickey 
is to get it. It is mot unlikely that the re- 
moval of Commissioner Tuompson, of the 
Board of Public Works, will come next, and 
it is expected that this removal will crowd 
out Messrs. Prinprvitif and Wann, which 
will give three more places to fill. Then, it 
is rumored, Judge Dickey, Corporation 
Counsel, and: Mr. Apams, his assistant, will 
be asked to give way. These changes area 
sort of house-cleaning, whereby the Mayor 
and Common Council propose to surround 
themselves with officials to hold over 
the entire City Government beyond the 
term for which if was elected. We 
do not believe that all the city officials are in 
favor of this course (Mr. Jamieson, the City 
Attorney, is unquestionably opposed to it), 
but the Méfyor, the City Clerk, and a major- 
ity of the Aldermen undoubtedly are; and 
they do not intend to call an election this 
fall. It was for the purpose of holding over

ter of TH/2, and for no other purpose. They 
will, theMfore, without any question, refuse 
to call g’city election on the Tuesday\after 
the first Monday in November, as provided in 
the old charter. 

A city election should be held on the day 
specified in the old charter “all the same. 
There will be a county election on that day, 
and the ballots for city officers may 
be deposited in the same bor and 
printed on the same ticket as the 
ballots for county officers. It. is proper, 
therefore, that the law-abiding and respecta- 
ble classes should organize to that end, 
and bs prepared to elect a new set of city 
Officers, as provided by the old charter, 
viz.: the Mayor, City Attorney, City 
Treasurer, City Collector, Clerk of the 
Police Court, and one Alderman in each 
ward. A failure to do so will be to continue 
the present incumbents from six months to 
two years beyond the term for which they 
were elected, in case the Supreme Court 
shall decide that the charter of 1872 was not 
legally adopted. ?

Court on the validity of the charter election 
before November, the matter will then be 
finally disposed of, and there must be an 
election or not according as the old charter 
is sustained or set aside. But a decision on 
this question may not: be reached before 
November, and, in case it shall not be, but 
comes later and sustains the old charter, 
there will be then no means of calling a special 
election, and Mayor Cotvim, the Aldermen, and 
the rest will hold, under the charter, until 
their successors shall be electedin November, 
1877. Unless the ‘people care to risk this 
danger they must prepare to elect new city 
officers next November, and it is none too 
early that this matter should be understood. 
There is another consideration which is al- 
most as imperative. To allow November to 
pass without voting for city officers vould be 
an acquiescence on the part of the people in 
the results of the fraudulent vote of April 
23, and it might be construed in the courts 
as an acceptance of those results,—a decision 
for which there are ample precedents. One 
of them was the sustaining of Gov. Yarzs at 
the time he prorogued the Legislature, when 
the Court held that the Legislature had legalized 
the act by acknowledging his power and Jis- 
persing to their homes. It is necessary, then, 
to vote for city officers next November, if no 
decision on the charter is received before that 
time, in order to make the necessary protest 
against the frauds and illegality of the alleged 
adoption of the charter of 1872. 

“That the people have the right to hold an 
election for city officers, in case the Council 
neglects or refuses to call an election, is obvi- 
ous. To say that they have not would be to 
admit that a set of officers in power could 
perpetuate themselves in office by passing 
the statutory 
requirements for calling an _ election. 
The respectable - people may  organ- 
ize and proceed with their voting 
in precisely the same manner that 
they would proceed in case an election were 
regularly called; and the persons receiving 
the majority of votes for the respective 
offices will be entitled thereto in case the Su- 
preme Court shall decide that the charter of 
1872 was not legally adopted, and be in a po- 
sition to demand their surrender immediately 
upon such decision. This deliberate attempt 
on the part ‘of the Mayor and other city 
officials to hold their places, whether the new 
charter was adopted or not, beyond the term 
for which the people elected them, must be 
defeated if the voters of Chicago wish to pre- 
serve any respect, for themselves or for the 


righ} of suffrage.—/ 


NO DISCOVERY AFTER ALL. 

The recent “discovery” by Mr. Crooxzs, 
that light can produce motion when acting 
on a pith ball in a vacuum, is a very interest- 
ing one, andhas been widely published. It 
is well that the right of Mr. C. to the honor 
is thus firmly established, as otherwise there 
might have been some dispute in favor of an- 
other savant. To show whata narrow escape 


has been made, we have copied the following 


from Dr. Diox’s ‘‘ Practical Astronomer,” pub- 
lished in 1845: 

Light, though extremely minute, is supposed to have 
a certain degree of force or momentum, ln order to 
prove this, the late ingenious Mr. Mrrone.t contrived 
the following experiment : He constructed a email vane, 
in the form of a» common weathercock, of a very thin 
plate of copper, abonut‘an inch square, and attached to 
one of the finest harpsichord wires, about ten inches 
long, and nicely balanced at the other end of the wire 
by a grain of very emall shot. The inetrument hed 
also fixed to it, im the middie, at right angles to the 
length of the wire, and in s horizontal direction, a 
email bit of a very slender be wiug needie, about half 
an inch long, which was ms@e magnetical. In 
this state the whole instrument might weigh 
about tem grains. The vane was supported 
in the manner of the needle im the mariner’s 
compass, so that it could turn with the greatest euse ; 
and to prevefit ita being affected by the vibrat ions of 
the air it wae inclosed ina glass case or box, The 


rays of the sun were then thrown upon the broad part 


of the vane or copper plate, from a concave mirrer of 
about two feet in: diameter, which, passing through 
the front glass of the box, were collected into the fo- 
cus of the mirrcr upon the copper plate, In conse 
quence of thie the plate began tu move with a slow mo- 
tion-of about aninchina second of time, till it had 
moved through a space of about two inches and a half, 
when it struck against the back of the box. The mir- 
ror being removed the instrument returned to its 
former situation, and the rays of the sun being again 
thrown upon it, it again began to move, and-struck 
against the back of the box as before. This was re 
peated three or four times, with the same success, 

The author then enters upon an ingenious 
calculation to show that the sun throws off 
about 2 grains of matter daily: from each 
square foot of his surface, or 670 pounds in 
6,000 years, giving a diminution of diameter 
to the extent of only 10 feet within historic 
times. That reasoning is, however, based 
upon the corpuscular theory of light, which 
is not now accepted by astronomers; and the 
deduction is therefore of no value. 
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MARRIED IN SPITE OF THEMSELVES. 

The decision of the Indianapolis Criminal 
Court in the free-love prosgcution case of the 
State os. J. R. Bukit and ‘Susan D. Guzerr, 
which was printed in Tuz Trrsunz of yester- 
day, is a remarkable illustration of a knife 
that cuts both ways. It appears that Buzrz 
and the presumably fair Gmserr are free- 
lovers, and, discovering that they had affini- 
ties for each other, took out a license, and in 
the presence of certain witnesses solemnized 
@ ceremony of marriage, and took each other 
for man and wife, without any nonsense of 
orange flowers and wedding gifts, or the su- 
perfluous services of an officiating clergyman. 
After the ceremony, Buretx and Giuperrt, 


who was still Grrpert, commenced living to. 


gether. The affair, however, created a scan- 
dal among their neighbors, who had been 
united for better or for worse after the fashion 
common among civilized beings, and the 
at last to such di- 
mensions that it became a nuisance, of which 
the prosecuting attorney was forced to take 
edgnizanece. They were accordingly brought 
to trial upon the charge of fornication, and, 
much to their delight and surprise, the Court 
decided that, as both of them believed the 
marriage to be legal, it was legal. The Court 
said: ** In regard to the effect of the absence 
of ceremonies and forms upon the validity of 
marriage, 'f either of the parties to the mar- 
riage regards it as a union as husband and 
wife, it should not be either void or voidable 
because the requirements of the statute in 
regard to license or solemnization have rot 
been complied with.” So far as it went. this 
was good enough for the free-lovers, and they 
were disposed to regard the Indianapolis 
Judge as a second Danrmn come to 
judgment. But this was only one 
side of the knife. There was another 
edge even more keen and cutting, and which 
eut the wrong way, When Bveu and the 
fair Gruert came together and solemnized 
their nuptials, it was not ‘for keeps.”. They 
were not two souls with but a single heart, or 
two hearts .that beat asone. Their cooing. 
was not that of the turtle-doves. They had

Earthly possessions were not to be endowed.

Therefore, said the Court, 
‘any stipulation the parties may make is 
mere idle words and mawkish sentiment.” 
Having teste@the edge of the knife, the 
Court p ed to cut with it, after the fol- 
lowing fashion :

riage, such # contract as can only be by 
‘ desth or a competent, court ; that their to 
dissolve the contract by their own consent 

their respective love-natures fail to is in 


law void and in morals vicious; that. if the parties 
should act under this stipulation for termination 
of the marriage contract, and thereafter enter into a 
similar marriage-contrrct and relationship with other 
parties, they would be guilty of bigamy, and that good 
morals and sound political ethics, as well as the statute 
law, require that they shall be held firmly to the mar- 
riage-contract they have assumed, and to all the duties 
and responsibilities the law attaches thereto, and, 
therefore, that the parties are not guilty as charged in 
th. indictment. 

The decision isa thunderbolt among the 
free-lovers of Indiana, which has knocked the 
véry ground out from under their feet. Burut

upon them. They are married as firmly as if 
all the clergymen in Indiana had solemnized

THE NEW MOTOR? 

It is not safe to conclude with the Scien- 
tific American and the vast, body of incredu- 
lous unscientific Americang that there is 
nothing in Kerry's new motor—but frand.

At 32 
degrees Fahréhheit carbonic acid is liquid un- 
der a pressure of 36 atmospheres. It can be 
solidified by being placed under greater pres- 
sure in a freezing mixture. From this seljd 
proceeds a vapor with the most amazing ex- 
pansive properties. This subject has been 
investigated by a correspondent of the Sa 
vannah News, who gives the following table : 

At 5 degrees Fahrenheit the pressure in pounds per 
square inch is 372. 

At 10 degrees Fahrenhest the pressure in pounds per 
square inch is 403, . oo . 

At 20 degrees Fabrenheit the pressure in pounds per 
square inch is 460, 

At 80 degrees Fahrenheit the pressure in pounds per 
square inch is 56v. 

At 40 degrees Fahrenheit the pressure in pounds per 
square inch is 697. 

At 45 degrees Fahrenheit the preesure in pounds per 
square inch is 1,080. 

The solidification of carbonic acid gas was 
first achieved by TatLorrme, in Paris. The 
strength of the gas may be judged from the 
fact that a cast-iron apparatus of enormous 
strength burst during one of his experiments, 
killing an attendant. The bursting of sodd- 
water fountains, which sometimes happen, 
is an instance of the wonderful power 
of this gas.

They differ, apparently, with the correspond- 
ent of the Savannah Vews quoted above, in 
that they say that the tension of the vapor is 
developed by lowering instead of raising the 
temperature, as usuaP with other gases.

We catch aresefHblance in the 
description of his machine to the apparatus 
used by Turzorrer. A fine hair tube plays ao 
prominent part in the Keriy machine. Tx 
LornreR discovered that, if he allowed the

& brass box, an evaporation followed so pow- 
erful that it solidified the rest of the gas. 
This solid is the seat of the expansive power 
that the gas displays. Carbonie acid gas is 
very cheap’; itcan be made out of marble 
and vinegar ; it can easily be liquefied ; and 
liquefied, will freeze itself ; frozen, it can be 
made to produce a vapor “ strongerthan that 
from any other known substance.” If Mr.

His acjaafotance with Price was 
not begun till two years later, and the latter do- 
poses that he was never iuside of Tilton's house, 
the necessary acquaintance with the doors and 
windows being gained from a diagram shown 
him by Morris, the attorney for the plaintiff. 
A LITTLE SENSATION. 

The New York Times to-day has ibe following 
in its story of the Tilton-Beecher jury: ** About 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, those who hap- 
pened to be in the conidor were asionished to 
see Shearmao, Murray, and Bigelow, and lawyer’ 
Aobott’s clerk, walk biliskiv to the court-room ad- 
joiging the one in which tbe jury were, with two 
windows looking directly into the windows of the 
lattér room, at the distance of about 20 feet. 
An attempt to fo'low them showed that they had 
agecured the door behind them by placing a 
chair under the kaob. When the poiat was 
found from which a view of the iuterior of 
the room could be obtained, it was seen—that 
Shearmah and Bigelow and Abbott's clerk 
were eng@ved in an animated debate in front 
of one of the windows meationed, while Murray 
was at the other conversing in a loud voice with 
Christopher Felter and George Hull, two of the 
jurora, who were standing atthe window o 
posite. At this the/reporters burat in the door 
and eutered the room, whence Shearmaa, Mur- 
ray, and Abbott's clerk instant!y made their exit. 
Bigelow remained mearly haif an hour, the re- 
porters watching him ciosely, when he took bis 
leave in apparent disgust. As soon as Pelter 
saw the reporters be closed up the blinds. A 
view of the room, subsequently obtained fiom a 
house on Boerum piace, showed that the twelve 
juror? were again in consultation.”

SOMETHING THAT HAPPENED IN BOSTON SEVEN 
YEARS AGO.

We have received an important commupica- 


Hon from Mr. H. W. Morey, a gentleman of 


standing in this city, concerning Loader, 
whose recent afiidavit was: made pubiic after 
the close of the ease for the-defendant in the 
Beecher-Tilton case. Mr. Morey writes that 
be knows Loader ‘‘only too well,” and con- 
tinnes: During the year 1868, Mr. Joseph 
Loader came to Boston, and established «a 
small upholstery store in one of our principal 
streets, and for #:x months did a moderate busi- 
ness. He was a,good workman himeelf, and his 
employes were aleo good. and apparentiy* uo- 
derstood their tchde. This being recognized by 
the ladies at the South and West Ends, he was 
employed considerably by them in putting 
down carpets, upbolstering chairs, and re- 
pairing lambreqnioas, which latter he did to 
perfection, and consequently was frequentiy 
called upon, avd work seemed to roll into his 
bands. About this time a lady living and mov- 
ing io the best South End society, ceeding some- 
thing done to her lambrequins, seat for Mr. 
Loader, she having previously heard of him and 
his expertness in his trade through a friend »! 
hers. Mr. T.oater cama and estimated the 
probable cost, and set the. day om which be 
should call furthbem. Everythiug, so far, was 

rfectiy satifactory. Meanwhile, thie lady's 
only brothér, who had been escent abroad 
many years, ‘wnexpectediv’ returued, and 
on the verv dav, as it bappened, that Mr. 
Loader wae to cai] for the curtains, Of course 
he vewW their sifectionate embraces, for this 
brother always lad loved his sisier, and she was 
rather demovstrative in ber actions toward him, 
since she had not seen him for many years. The 
curtains were finaliy repaired, and Mr. Loader 
received his pay, and for three days nothing was 
heard of bim. At the expiracion of that time, a 
letter came direetiy to this lady, and was post- 
marked Boston.’ Oo opening it and glancing at 
the signature, she was greatly surprised to see 
Mr. Loaders name. The letter rau tous: 

My Respected Mre. M-——-: Dean Mavam—Yon will 
feel surprised injhearing from me again, particularly 
through a letter. Nevertheless, I feel it my duty in 
calling your attention tothe fact that, while working 
at your house, I noticed many uniadylixe demonstra- 
tious on your part toward (thai gentieman, I thought 
it very improper @t that time, especially a8 you were a 
married lady. Unkind as it may appear, 1 feel it my 
duty to warn your busband, unless you immediately 
inclose $100 to my address. JOSEPH LOADER,

the letter, whe he too was almost paralyzed,

The 
ardor of the latter, however, to some ex- 
tevnt made up fer the absence of the 
crowd. The Dubliu deputation, consisting of 
Maj. Leech, Captaiw of tne Irish team, Sir James 
Mackay, Ald. Pardoo, Ald. Manning, and Mr. 
Waterhouse, came down yesterday to Queens- 
town to await the anival of the steamer which 
was due this morning at 8 o’clock. Her approach 
was signaled from Crookhaven, and shortly after 
11 the party started in the Inman Company's 
tender to meet her at the mouth of the harbor. 
Thé day, thoujh bright and fine, was exceed- 
ingly wild, with a sirong breeze from the west- 
southwest. The weather no doubt deterred 
many from going out, but the Dublin Aldermen 
faced the avugry sea with the re of Post- 
Captains, They were accompanied by County 
Inspector Barry, who had to see that the 
provisious of the Peace Preservation act 
were. duly observed; by Mr. Nunao, who 
came over epecialily to meet the strangers, and 
by about a dozen others. Owing to the rough 
state of the sea, the steamer did not venture 
outside thre forte, but at 12:30 the deputation, 
whose etomachs had been sorely tried by the 
tossingwr the little crafi, had the satisfaction of 
eeeing Ave City of Chester come around the

nalists. The landing at Queenstown was a very 
tame affair. There was scarcely more than the 
usual number of loungérs on the wharf, and a 
few faint cheers conatituted‘the only approach to 
a popular welcome tbe visitors received. After a 
short stay at the Qneen’s Hotel, the whole party 
proceeded to Cork in a _—— carriage placed at 
their disposal by the Directors of the Great 
Southern & Western Railway, and are staying 
for the vight at the Imperial Hotel. To-mor- 
row, eftera pilgrimage to the Biarney Stone, 
they will start for Dublin, where they will prob- 
ably expenence amore euthusiastic reception 
than has been acoorded to them inthe South. 
The members of the team and their friends were 
entertained at dinner in the Imperial Hotel this 
evening. The health of the vistors was cordial- 
ly drunk, and,in acknowledging the compliment, 
Col. Gildérsieeve and Ald. Cote expressed groat 
gratification at the cordial reception accorded to 
them. They leave for Dublin at 12:30 to- 
morrow.

Dvuntm, June 5.—The American Team, and 
the ladies and gentlemea who. accompanied 
them from New York, with the represenutives 
of the Reception Committee and the Inshb Rifle 
Association who received them at Queenstown, 
arrived at the Kingsbridge terminus at a few 
minutes before 6 ovclock.

The abolition of the Board of Police was the 
absorbing topic of conversation around the Citv- 
Hall yesterday.

By many the step 
was quietly accepted as another instance of the 
Aldermen's utter contempt foriaw and order, 
while others, more demonstrative, saw sufficient 
inthe actto justify the use of viler epithets 
than have ever yet been employed in speaking 
of those guardians of the city’s weal. There 
was much excitement and uncertainty in the 
Police and Fire Departments, No one seemed 
to have a definite ide of the effect of the ordi- 
nance. The Commissioners themselves were of 
opinion that several days’ grace were allowed to 
prepare for dissolution, but the Mayor and 
Aldermen took the view*that the ordinance went 
into operation immediately on receiving the sig- 
pature of the former. 

Mark Sheridan was early on the spot. There 
was & mischievous twinkle in his eye, which fore- 
boded anything but good for his enemies.

what .may crop up under circum- 
stances it is impossible to conjecture. 


Tbe matter is considerably mixed, but the in- 
junction which will doubtless be applied for 
against the city aatnorities to-dav will straigh 
the points at issue. There is probably no dang 
of the Commissioners deserting the, scenes of 
their former triumphs just yet, notwithstanding 
the fact that Mayor Uolvin and his chque have 
made their arrangements so nicely.
